Britain’s Body Politic Shaken 
By Odd Sights in Parliament

LONDON, Nov. 1? (N¥T).— 
London is something of a polit- 
ical circus these days. full of odd 
happenings, There is, for exam- 
ple, the spectacle of a Prime 
Minister fighting like a tlger for 
five pteces of legislation to which 
he does not seém emotionally at- 
tached and which, in themselves, 
are clearly secondary to bis main 
concern, the British economy. 

The votes in the House of 
Cemmons. meanwhile. are ab- 
normally and excitingly close.

Then why does Mr, Callaghan 
Bersist in pushing legislation 
that seems to make him a 
captive of the left? The super- 
ficlal answer, although it is au 
important part of the equation, 
is that these bills are the price 
he must pay to keep the left wing 
of his party at bay while he 
pursues an essentially conserva- 
tive economic strategy of wage 
restraint. high interest rates and 
ecme cuts in public spending. 

A better answer is that, having 
pledged himself to the legisla- 
Gon, he cannot afford defeat. To 
lose on a major vote in the 
House of Commons is to invite a 
vete of confidence; to lose a 
vete of confidence—no smal! pas- 
sibility, elven the government's 
shaky majority--is to invite a 
general election. The Conserva- 
tives and Margaret Thatcher 
might well win such an election 
today. 


Until Wednesday night, when 
it suffered a sharp reversal in 
the Commoas, the government 
bad been squeaking through. 
Commons approved the measures 
this summer, and sent them to 
the Lords, a far more conserva- 
tlve body that soon amended all 
the bills and changed some 
beyond recognition. 

The Lords—which is stil) mak- 
ing changes in the hospitals bil] 
—sent the four others back to 
Commons. They are now being 
considered under a “guillotine” 
mction that sharply limits the 
time available for debate. 

It had been expected that 
Commons, by narrow margins, 
would delete the Lords’ amend- 
ments and send the measures 
back to the upper chamber in 
thelr original form. The most 
the Lords could do then would 
be to delay the legislation for 
a year, at which point it would 
take effect in the form approved 
by Commons. 

But Wednesday night, helped 
by a few calculated abstentions 
by moderate members of the 
Labcr party, Commons upheld 
the Lords’ revision of a crucial 
section of the dock-worker bill 
The defeat was not of sufficient 
magnitude to require a vote of 
cenfidence—other sections of the 
bill passed—but it was a stunning 
setback for the Prime Minister, 
8 demonstration of how precar- 
jous his parliamentary position 
is, and a triumph for the Lords. 

Although the Lords amend- 
ments ov the nationalization bill 
were defeated in the Commons 
last night, some margins were as 
thin as one vote, and the Lords 
are clearly giving the govern- 
ment fits, There have been 
complaints that the upper cham- 
ber 15 “thwarting the will of the 
peopie” and should be abolished. 

Should the Lords be abolished? 
Or should it—as others have 
suggested—be strengthened 
through reform? ‘The answer 
depends jargely on how one 
thinks the present system could 
be made more “representative.” 

The House of Lords, stil] domi- 
nated by hereditary peers, is not 
a representative institution. It 
is capable of giving controversial 
bills a close second look and 
making even the proud House of 
Commons sit up and take notice. 
But it is undoubtedly more con- 
Servative than the nation as a 
whole. 

At the same time, there are 
those who fee] that the Com- 
mons is not 8 great improvement. 
Complex bills are routinely ram- 
med through on the basis of 
party loyalty. while individual 
members seem more responsive 
to their party's manifesto than 
thelr own sense of what the pub- 
lic really wants. 

Accordingly, there has been 
some talk here of making the 
Lords part of a system of mean- 
ingful checks and balances by 
giving it more than the nuisance 
value it now has. One method, 
suggested by Lord Carr, a former 
Conservative home secretary, 
would be to elect the Lords on 
a proportional basis. 

This is not a new idea, But 
the fact that it has emerged 
again suggests that at least some 
Britons think that complex is- 
sues deserve more methodical 
examination than they are now 
getting in the bitter, politically 
charged atmosphere of Commons.

Syrian Units of Peace Force

BEIRUT, Nov. 12 (UP1:,—-The 
Syrian-dominated Arab peace- 
keeping force delayed its gen- 
erally expected thrust into the 
center of Beirut today as shell- 
ing of the divided city killed 
and wounded dozens of civillans.

Continuing Electrical Strike 
Major Problem for Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES. Nov. 12 
(Reuters}.—A continuing strike 
by state electricity workers that 
could widen labor unrest has 
turned into a major problem for 
Argentina’s military rulers. 

Almost deily power cule, st- 
tributed by the state's SEGBA 
company to sabotage, are hitting 
two or three districts of this 
capital of 8 million people. 

The 17,000 SEGBA workers 
started their sit-in strike on 
Oct. 5 in protest against the 
dismizsel of 208 colleagues. Army 
troops and policemen have been 
deployed around the main SEGBA 
offices and power stations, but 
this has failed to stop the workers’ 
go-slow policy and there are 
reports that electricity output is 
now down to less than half the 
normal levels. 

The layoffs were part of the 
government's avowed intention of 
trimming the administration pay- 
roll down to manageable size.

Morocco Encouraging Return 


Of 230,000 Native-Born Jews 


RABAT, Nov. “2 (AP}.—The 
Moroccan government has em- 
barked on a campaign to per- 
suade about 230,000 Moroccan- 
born Jews to return from Israel, 
France, the United States and 
other countries to share in the 
future prosperity of their “real 
homeland.” 

The invitation, first addressed 
last March to Moroccan Jewish 
communities abroad by King 
Hassan If and Premier Ahmed 
Osman, has resulted in a small 
but steady flow of Jews back 
to Morocco. 

Officials said about 1,000 Jews 
have returned this year and 
several hundred more are ex- 
pected early next year. Fol- 
lowing the end of French rule 
in 1956, ali but 17,000 of the 
about 250,000 Moroccan Jews fled 
for fear of persecution and po- 
roms. The Moroccan popula- 
tion is 98 per cent Moslem. 

The government has promised 
to help find jobs for all Jews of 
Moroccan origin or assist them in 
here. Big companies are en- 
couraged to hire technically qual- 
ified Jews in high-level executive 
Positions, A recent advertisement, 
in tke government-owned news- 
paper Le Matin explicitly ask- 
ed for Jewish applicants to fill 
a vacant job as factory man- 
ager. 

The departure of many Jewish 
technicians left a gap in Moroc- 
can industry. Replacing the Jews 
with U.S. or European technicians 
proved a serious drain on the 
Moroccan economy, 

Peace, Harmony 

Morocco has no anti-discrim- 
ination laws and Islam is the 
official state religion, But Mo- 
rocean officials like to point out 
that a Jewish minority has lived 
im peace and harmony among 
the Moroccan population since 
biblical times and was never 
subject to persecution. Tensions 
between the communities arose 
only when newly independent 
Morocco joined the Arab front 
agains! t Israel. 

In the 1960s, and following two 
unsuccessful coup attempts 
against King Hassan 11 in 1971 
and 1972, there wis an exodus of 
Jews from Morocco. Smail 
traders, businessmen and indus- 
trialists quietly sold out and slip- 
Ped out of the country with 
everything they could take along. 
Currency restrictions barred the 
export of funds. 

Morocran officials estimate that 
145,000 Jews went to Israel; 
50,000 to France: 25,000 to North 
America, and smaller numbers to 
other couutries. Among the 
Arab countries, Morocco a‘ane al- 
Jowed native-born Jews to come 
back on a visit—even with Israeli 
stamps in their passports—and 
return to Israel.

WEST POINT, N.Y. Nov. 12 
(WP).—The corps of cadets at 
the U.S. Military Academy voted 
overwhelmingly this week to re- 
form and liberalize its contro- 
versial honor system in the wake 
of the academy's biggest cheat- 
ing scandals in 174 years, 

In a referendum epproved by 
βοῦς 85 per cent of the 3,962 
cadets voting, honor review 
boards of officers were abolished 
and responsibility for trying al- 
leged honor code violators was 
Placed solely in the hands of the 
student body. The academy has 
4044 cadets.

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What Next in the Mideast? 


The unopposed entry of Syrian peace- 
keeping forces into Beirut shouid finally 
mark the end of the worst of Lebanon's 
long agouy. Though sporadic violence will 
no doubt continue, the country can finally 
set about trying to restore the political, 
economic and communal conditions in which 
Ὁ reasonabie national life can go on. What 
Hope exists that Lebanon can manage this 
Augean ‘task binges on 3 display of restraint 
and tolerance, by Lebanese and by forelgn- 
ers, altogether out of keeping with the self- 
ishness and brutality that nave torn the 
country to shreds over the last year and a 
half, Yet there is no feasibie alternative. 
The new President, Elias Sarkis, is a decent 
man who will be taxed to the utmost in com- 
ing months. He deserves the international 
community's full support. 

Ts it Just a colmeldence that Lebanon's 
agony ends as a new US. administration 
prepares to begin? Or did the US. efection. 
with its promise of a resumption of active 
diplomacy, help subdue Lebanon's furies? We 
suspect the latter. The other Arab states 
were eager to move on. Especially was this 
so of Saudi Arabla, which in recent weeks 
has brought its great economic influence 
and tts inter-Arab prestige to bear in order 
to promote a truce in Lebanon and to restore 
working harmony between Syria and Egypt. 
Virtually everyone agrees that no further 
diplomatic progress can take place while 
either Syria or Egypt stands apart from the 
process and criticizes the other for engag- 
tog in it. 

Yet another Saudi achievement has been 
to keen Yassir Arafat afloat atop the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization. He is dimin- 
ished and sobered, or so one must hope. by 
the Lebanese experience. Replacing him 
promises more trouble than rescuing him. 
Mr, Arafat has not been saved, however. sim- 
ply in order to be unleashed to launch the 
next wave of raids on Israel—and to Invite 
the next wave of Israeli counter-raids. Such 
ἃ Sequence would be sure to spoil diplomacy. 
Somehow Mr. Arafat and the PLO must be 
fitted into a serious effort for an Arab- 
Israeli peace. How do we know this will 
happen? We don’t. But we think {t repre~ 
sents the best available reading of the Saudi 
purpose, and the one that all the parties 
ought to do their best to make come true, 


The Future 


After the recent e.ection, the Republican 
party—at the grassroots level—would seem 
to have no place to go but np. Although 
Mr. Ford managed in the end to turn the 
presidential campaign into a close race, his 
party suffered a severe disappolntment at 
every other level. 

The hard-fought Senate contests ended in 
8 standoff. with the Democrats retaining 
thelr 62-to-38 margin. Democrats will once 
again have a 2-to-1 majority in the House 
of Representatives. 

In the voting for governors and state 
legislators, the results were equally poor. The 
GOP in this election continued its post- 
Watergate slide and now has one less gov- 
emorship than before Nov. 2 instead of 
making the net gain of two or three that 
many observers had expected. Beginning in 
January, the GOP wili have only 12 govern- 
orships instead of the 17 it held 12 years 
ago, after the Goldwater debacle. 

Throughout the Middle West from Ohio to 
Towa. Republicans began ‘losing town and 
county offices and state legislative seats in 
196;—and many of them have never been 
regained. This trend has now spread to 
New York and Caltfornia, where in the after- 
math of the Rockefeller and Reagan admin- 
tstrations, the party is weaker than ever 
before. 

What do these grim statistics portend for 
the GOP? For the immediate future, they 
mean that the party heads toward 1980 with 
aging. battle-scarred leaders. At 65, Ronald 
Reagan would seem too old to contemplate 
another presidential race in four years’ time: 
but with the defeat of Sens. Wiliam Brock 
of Tennessee and James Buckley of New 
York, he {s still the only widely known con- 
servative, 

His chief rival 15. llkely to be ex-Democrat 
John B. Connaliy, Although he was hurt by 
tis Inability to carry Texas for the Ford- 
Dole ticket. Mr. Connaily convinced his new 
party that he—unlike Mr. Reagan—did make 
ἃ maximum effort to achieve victory. 


The tip-off couid come in the next month 
or two when the PLO evidently will hold the 
first meeting of its governing National Coun- 
cil since just after the PLO’s 1970 debacle in 
Jordan. The broad question before the 
house will be whether to exchange fantasy 
for reality and undertake to negotiate 2 
settlement on the oasis of recognition of 
Israel’s right to exist. 

In anticipation of the Palestinians’ new 
turning point, the ideal next step would be 
for the current administration to consult as 
promptly as possible with President-elect 
Carter's transition team and then to pro- 
ceed with measures to encourage a commen- 
surate Israeli hospitality to coexistence with 
a Palestinian state. This is essential so 85 
to avold giving the nonrecognizers on each 
side the opportunity to cite the other’s non- 
recognition to justify itsown. This tendency 
on both sides to reinforce stalemate is the 
familar, tragic and wnacceptable Mideast 
pattern—unacceptable, because inevitably, 
given enough time, it leads one way or 
another to resumed hostilities.

At the 
least, some U.S. initiative to revive efforts 
toward a comprehensive settlement in the 
Mideast is going to have to be one of the 
urgent foreign policy priorities of the Carter 
presidency.

cumstances, a totally new figure such as 
Gov.-elect James R. Thompson of Iilinois 
probably has better prospects. 

If President-elect Carter can turn his per- 
sonal triumph in the South into a viable 
biraciaj coalition. the Republican Southern 
strategy will stay wrecked for a long time 
to come. In that event, Republicans will 
have to emulate Mr. Ford’s course in the 
recent campaign, building upon GOP 
strength in the Great Plains and the Moun. 
tain States and trying to pull out victory in 
the East and Middle West. That would augur 
well for a genuinely competitive two-party 
system, 

But a “big state" strategy can succeed only 
if Republicans prove themselves responsive 
to the actual problems of the declining cities 
and the Inflation-strained suburbs. As the 
defeat of President Ford and Sen. Buckley 
demonstrated, neither an amiable personality 
nor an orthodox conservatism is sufficient to 
rebuild the decayed bases of the once-dom- 
inant GOP.

“People are always talking 
about the KGB,” said Mr. Che- 
miakin, “but the No. 1 enemy of 
the avant-garde painter is the 
Artists’ Union, which has the 
authority to cali out the militia. 
These artists, who work according 
to the canons of socialist realism, 
are well aware of the fact that 
they are defending their priv- 
ileges: money, studios, trips 
abroad. If those they have been 
harassing were allowed to show 
their works and sell ‘hem, then 
their own stuff would very soon 
lose any value it may now have.” 

The government itself, he adds. 
has too many other problems to 
worry very much about a few 
marginal artists and therefore 
gives the union a free hand. 

“I had an exhibition with οἵ- 
ficial approval, in the Hermi- 
tage in 1964," he says. “and it 
was closed by the KGB after the 
union had complained.” 


Treatment 


Like all the nonconforming ar- 
tists who began about that time, 
he adds, he passed through a 
psychiatric hospital where he was 
subjected to ἃ treatment that was 
intended to take away his desire 
to paint, 

“But I left the country five 
years ago and things have chang- 
ed since then. Painters today do 
not have to undergo that sort of 
thing anymore,”

The show itself is uneven but 
includes works by a number of 
foreeful, eloquent artists. The 
choice of what was to be shown 
taside from the Gleser collection! 
was very much determined by 
what it was possible to get out 
of the country. Nor should one 
forget that this is an art develop- 
ing pretty much on its own. An 
occasional and specific Western 
influence may seem to appear 
here and there. But even that 
is not absolutely certain. Onc 
should bear in mind. too, that 
styles which no longer seem 
very relevant here are stull mean- 
ingful in the Saviet context. 


Two main groups are represent- 
ed: painters active in Moscow 
and those living im Leningrad. 
which Mr. Chemiakin in his 
gentle tone refers to as “Piter- 
boor” :St, Petersburg). 


Prime Mover 


The Moscow group scems to 
have taken Oscar Rabine, 48. as 
8 sort of leader. Mr. Chemlakin 
himself, when he was living in 
Leningrad, was the prime mover 
of a group of artists who devel- 
Oped a common style with ref- 
erence to the art of the icon and 
indeed to prehistoric art. Thus 
we have Makarenko, whose style 
is extremely close to that of 
Mr, Chemiakin himself, although 
the content is in many subtle 
ways quite different. Both ar- 
tists are of outstanding quality. 
Another striking painter in a 
totally different vein is Viadimir 
Yankilevsdi, who. perhaps in the 
spirit of Gogol's story about a 
nose, does very expresstonistic 
drawings showing parades of 
weird anatomical! hybrids—an 
arm surmounted by a leg ‘or vice 
versa) and preceded by a huge 
scowling and complacent mask. 


Ernst Neyzvestny. a sculptor 
whu is represented here by his 
drawings, made news some years 
ago when he faced down one of 
Ehruehbchev's shows of anger and 
ultimately became one of his 
friends. The confrontation 
nonetheless resulted in a forfei- 
ture of his oportunity te show 
his work and this year he moved 
to Switzerland. 


Another recent emigrant ‘to 
France is Victor Koulbak ‘born 
in 19461, who has developed a 


fantasticrl world represented by 
portraits of strangely heoded 
figures, They have a etrong. 
slightly amusing. and rather 
haunting presence. 


None of the works shown man- 
{fest an overt or en imptielt polit~ 
1681 intention. Even Boris Syech- 
nikov, who spent some time in 
detention camps and did his 
drawings there (they are shown 
in the present exhibition) under 
bad lighting conditions which 
wltimately harmeg his eyesight. 
did not, even in such extreme 
conditions. ste cause to do any 
polemical work. Their sin, in the 
view of those who represent 
“orthodoxy.” is that they do not 
reflect the sort of flat-footed 
optimism which is de rigueur in 
so-called socialist realism \t is 
by no means the exclusive pre- 
rogative of this style—witness 
such thoroughly non-Russian a 
publication ms the Reader's 
Digest). 

Even under thece stunting con- 
ditions one senses a specific Rus- 
sian quality in these works, a 
quality of which the artists 
themselves are well aware. 


How does Mr, Chemiakin per- 
ceive the difference in the ap- 
Proach to art in Russia and in 
the West? 


“Well, ns ἃ good patnot,” he 
says, “I prefer the art of my own 
country, because 1 find much 
more humanity and soul in it. 
What I see in France is much 
colder and seems dead to me 
despite the often extraordinary 
technical ability.”

For Government Role in OPEC Accords

U.S. Urges Export Tax Study 
After Trade Report to GATT 


GENEVA, Nov, 12 (NYT!.—The 
United States called today for a 
general examination of dubious 
tax practices affecting exports 
following 2 finding that Wash-

egreed fair-trade rules. 

The finding was the autconic ΟἹ 
8. ccmpisint filed by the rommu- 
nity against the United States in 
1973 that tax relief given anieri- 
can exporters establishing dcemes- 
tie international sales corpcra- 
ticns ‘DISCs) amounted in effect 
to an export subsidy, and κα 
counter-complaint by Washington. 

In this complaint, the United 
States claimed that, special cor- 
perate income tax measures in 
force in Belgium, France and the 
Netherlands, members cf th: 
nine-naticn community, werc 
tantamount to the subsidizing οἱ 
exports. 

An international panel of ex- 
perts found that the incriminated 
tax practices contravened rules uf 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. In effect, these ban 
Measures that enable manufac- 
turers to sell their products 
abread cheaper or for a greater 
profit than at hone. 


Forma! Submission 


Although already known, the 
verdicts of the five-man panel. 
which tock up each case separats- 
ly, were submitted formally today 
to the GATT council of perma- 
nent representatives. 

In each of the four cases the 
decisive finding was that the in- 
criminated practices resulted in a 
“nullification or impairment of 
benefits” that other members of 
the 88-nation GATT were entitled 
to expect from their subscribing 
to this organization's fair-trade 
Tules.

Japan to Relax 
Curbs on Loans 
Abroad by Banks 


TOKYO, Nov. 12 sAP-DJ1.— 
The Ministry of Finance has de- 
cided to 6253 its tight restrictions 
on dollar-based medium and long- 
term syndicated loans—which 
were imposed in July 1974—made 
by Japanese banks to overseas 
borrowers, an official of the min- 
istry said today. 

The easing of curbs on such 
dollar based loans, introduced as 
Japanese banks’ short-term for- 
cign jiabilities soared, indicates 
that Japanese banks have improv- 
ed their short-term foreign posi- 
Llons, he said. 

Japanese commercial vankers 
have become involved in a num- 
ber uf loans in recent months, 
and the ministry gave case-by-case 
epproval to two syndicatey loans 
earlier this year. 

The casing of restrictions docs 

not mean that Japanese banks 
will be allowed to lend abroad 
In dollar syndicated loans freely. 
however. The Ministry of FPi- 
nance is still considering the 
exact terms under which such 
Joins wi] be approved. the offi- 
cial said. 
“We intend to relax the regu-

such lcans.” the official said 
‘But we won't change the policy 
all at ones."

Gottfried Finally Beats Borg, 
Gains Semifinals in Stockholm 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
Brian Gottfried fought off a 
match poimt and knocked Wim- 
bledon champion Bjorn Borg out 
of the 8150,000 Stockholm Open 
tennis tournament today to reach 
the semifinals for the first time. 

Gottfried, seeded eighth, won 
the tense two-hour battle, 6-2, 4-6, 
7-3. The American saved a match 
point when trailing 56 in the 
tiebreaker and then held on to 
win it, 86, with a crackling back- 
hand passing shot on the line. 

It was sweet revenge for the 
Q4-vear-old who lost two tough 
four-setters to the Swede in 
fourth-round matches at Wimile- 
don and the U.S. Open at Forest 
Hills this year. Gottiried also lost 
his previous matches with Borg 
three years ago here and the fol- 
lowing year at the U.S. court 
championships at Indianapolis, 

Gottfried, ranked No. 6 in the 
United States, takes on Spain's 
Manue! Orantes in the semifina's 
tomorrow. 

Orantes, the third seed, earlier 
scored: an easy 6-4, 6-3 triumph 
in bis quarterfinal against un- 
seeded Haroon Rahim, a Pakis- 
tani who turned 27 today. 

Borg. seeded second, behind 
American Jimmy Connors, had 
roany chances to break through 
Gottfried’s service late in the 
decisive set, but he blew them all, 

After trading early service 
breaks. the determined American 
saved six break points in a mar- 
athon ninth game which lasted 
More than 10 minutes. Gottfried 
finally he'd his service to lead, 
54, after Borg netted a weak 
backhand return. 

Borg held for 55 and then 
missed another break point in 
the eleventh game, once again 
returning a looping bali that 
Gottfried smashed in. 

Gottfried, who forms one of 
the world top doubles pairs with 
Mexico’s Raul Ramirez, has im- 
proved considerably during the 
last few months, winning the 
Pacific Southwest Grand Prix 
tourney in Los Angeles in Sep- 
tember and gaining the final a 
week later in San Francisco.

Study Seeks to Aid Victims of Tennis Elbow

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 «(NYT!.— 
“Ouch, that hurt!” 

If you hit, say, a backhand or 
volley and feel pain in your 
arm, you may be ready to join 
the legion of  tennis-elbow 
victims. A recent study says that 
50 per cent of the estimated 35 
million players in the country 
are now suffering from the ail- 
ment or will be before the in- 
door season ends. 

That figure reflects a remark- 
able increase in recent years, ac- 
cording to experts. It means 
generally that players are not

‘Refinement of Strokes’ 

He gees on: “Players who suffer 
Irom the malady ueed some ad- 
justment and refinement of their 
strokes, as well us the develop- 
ment of their muscle strength.” 

Over a five-year period, he 
treated more than 100 tennis-el~ 
bow patients. Effective results 
can be achieved through medical 
therapy, he found, but prevention 
ts the best cure, 

In his research he analyzed 
the sequences of the various 
components of motion in the 
patients’ strokes through electro- 
myography, a device that dis- 
Flays muscular activity on an 
oscilloscope. He found these 
factors to be related to the oc- 
currence of tennis elbow: 

© Incorrect position of the 
leading elbow at impact in back- 
hands, 

© Frequency of backbands and 
volleys, 


© Gripping the racquet too 
firmly before and after the shot. 

® Hitting the ball off the center 
of the racquet, 

® Weakness in the wrist ex- 
tensors, wrist flexors and fore- 
arm rotators,

“Pain is caused by irritation 
due to repetitive motions lead- 
ing to mechanical stress," he 
says. ΑΒ consolation to tennis 
players, he says golfers can get 
tennjs elbow,” but they develop 
dt in the nonleading hand.”

The atlment is as old as the 
yame, which was invented more 
than 100 years ago. It was first 
mentioned by δὴ English 
physician, who called it “lawn- 
tennis arm." 

ΑΒ One remedy, Dr, Nagler pre- 
scribes an exercise program to 
increase the strength of the 
wrist extensor and flexor muscles 
and the forearm rotators.

Be also urged a Ught flexible 
steel racquet with stringing at 
52 to 60 pounds of tension, which 
will “dampen the sudden impact 
on the extensor muscles by its 
trampolining effect.” 

An elbow brace is helpful, he 
rays, because it distributes the 
stress on the muscles, Finally, 
he suggests a couple of things 
that are bound to make certain 
Players wince—“avold going to 
the net as much as possible and 
avoid hitting too many topspin 
shots,”

volume of Lillian Hellman’s 
memoirs there is a story called 
“Julia” about two beloved 
ehtidhood friends and the dif- 
ferent paths they take—Lillian 
a successful playwright, Uving 
hard and cracking wise, and 
the well-born Julia an early 
anti-Fasciss in Vienna and 
Berlin for whose cause Lillian 
smuggles money over the bor- 
der from France and who ends, 
her body horribly broken by 
the Nazis, in a funeral parlor 
somewhere in London with Lil- 
lian es her sole mourner. 


It is a shocking, angry, 
touchingly jagged story, not 
one that might immediately 
come to mind as a two-hour 
S8-million Panavision film. 
“When I first read it I never 
thought it could make a movie. 
it Seemed such a gossamer 
kind of thing,” says Fred Zin- 
nemann, who is directing Alvin 
Sargent’s respect{ul screenplay.
